Dear Des, | 

Thanks for your letter and the extended order. I really hope you enjoy 
these items. I had two copies of the FIRST MEN IN THE MOON Australian pressbook, one was 
perfect and the other had some adhesive tape stuck on it. You got the perfect one. I had 
two copies of the JASON Australian one-sheet poster, both in the same condition, like new, 
and you get one and I'm keeping the other for myself. If anyone else has one of these in 
their collection I hope they realise how lucky they are, because in 15 years of active 
searching I only ever found these two copies. The FIRST MEN IN THE MOON slide was the only 
one I had. It really bothers me sometimes when I think about this material, because it's 
only when you've spent years searching through endless piles of posters and other material 
in old theatres, in film exchanges and everywhere else that you can appreciate how rare 
some of this Australian material is. Years ago I.got my BEAST FROM 20,000 FATHOMS Aust. 
one-sheet poster mounted on a board. How I wish I'd never done that, because I have never 
seen another one. I have posters in my collection dating back to about 1912 and some on 
Australian movies from 1927 and the early 1930s. Whenever I can afford it I send them to 
the U.S.A. and get them mounted on Japanese paper and duck-—cotton canvas. This protects 
them and keeps them flexible. Only water soluable glues are used and the whole process is 
reversible. It also allows any missing sections of the poster to be painted in, which might 
be necessary in the case of very early or rare posters. For a Daybill size poster it costs 
me about $100.00 once postage both ways is taken into account, and then about another $55.00 — 
to have it framed under glass at this end. The poster is attached by its top border with 
a paper hinge, so it sort of hangs in the frame. You should NEVER glue a poster to a board. 
Paper has to be permitted to expand and contract. .

AUSTRALIAN POSTERS 


Possibly unlike those of any other country, Australian posters for 
stop-motion movies have had the finger of fate pointed against them right from the - 
start, as far as their survival rate is concerned. By the mid 1960s most of the 
posters from 1950s movies were either in extremely short supply or —- and this was 
more often the case — had totally vanished. Part of the reason for this poor rate of 
survival was that as poster supplies were gradually consumed by theater use, the 
stocks were never replenished. When the rights to a movie expired, the film print 
and all existing advertising material was simply junked! In the late 1960s I began 
visiting film distributors in an effort to save what little was left. Then, in 1971 
I travelled through three states visiting theaters in out-of-the-way towns as well as 
distributors in the major cities, and managed to gather the bulk of what survived. In 
one memorable situation I arrived at a Columbia film exchange as the last surviving 
poster material from a number of Harryhausen movies was literally being thrown into 
an industrial dumpmaster. I stated my case to a junior employee, to no avail. The 
material was finally rescued only after several large amounts of folding stuff changed 
hands over the next few days. That material, saved from destruction 15 years ago, is 
now on this list. But this is not to suggest that I now have every last surviving copy, 
as occasionally one or two items might surface in some dusty corner; but be assured 
that the greater majority of the Australian posters listed below and on the next page 
are today -— and were even 15 years ago — exceedingly scarce or genuinely RARE!! Once 
they are gone you will have next to no hope whatever of getting them again.
